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Twenty-sixth Annual Meeting of the Society 


_ As previously announced, the Twenty-sixth Annual Meet- 
ing of the Society will be held at Chalfonte-Haddon Hall, 
Atlantic City, N. J., during the week of June 25, 1923. 
Registration will start Monday, June 25, at 10 A. M. Be- 
cause of the increased volume of reports and papers that must 
be considered at this meeting, it has been found necessary to 
hold thirteen sessions, beginning with the first session on 
Monday night and closing with the thirteenth session on 
Friday night, June 29. On Thursday evening and again on 
Friday morning two sessions will be held simultaneously. 
Monday morning and afternoon and Wednesday afternoon 
are reserved for committee meetings. 

: There is every prospect of this being the largest meeting of 
the Society ever held. The Chalfonte-Haddon Hall will, we 
feel sure, be able to take care of our members and their guests 
in every way. Let every member who can possibly do so 
attend the meeting and make it the most successful in our 
history. 

Program.—Two copies of the Provisional Program for 
the meeting are enclosed. One is for the personal use of the 
members; the other we would ask be used to interest some- 
one else in the meeting. You will find more about the use 
of the second copy on the next page. The Committee on 
Papers, within the space available and subject to the 
necessity of issuing the Provisional Program as early as 
possible, has endeavored to announce on the program the 
salient points of most of the reports and papers so that the 
members may determine which reports and papers they will 
probably wish to secure in advance of the meeting. 

The program of this meeting is one of the best we have 
ever had. Besides the reports of some 35 of our committees, 
there are many interesting papers and technical discussions 
scheduled. Some of the features of the meeting are as 
follows: 

Metals.--The Endurance of Metals 
Under Repeated Stresses is discussed in 
two papers, one devoted primarily to 
steel and the other to duralumin and 
manganese bronze. The work of the 
Bureau of Standards in the study of 
Gases in Steel is described. There will 
be a discussion on the desirability of in- 
cluding Chemical Requirements in Cast- 
Iron Specifications. A further report on 
Effect of Sulfur in Steel will be presented 
by the Joint Committee on that subject. 

Concrete and Reinforced Concrete.—The 
outstanding feature is a discussion (to which an entire session 
will be devoted) on the topic “What Properties of and Methods 
of Making Concrete Require Further Investigation?’ Slag 
as an Aggregate in Concrete is discussed in one paper;

Fatigue of Concrete in another; and there are two papers on 
the use of Calcium Chloride in Concrete. 

Highways.—Some of the previously mentioned pepers on 
concrete are Of direct application to highways. 1n the session 
devoted to highways there is planned a brief report on Highway 
Developments in Europe as an outcome of the International 
Road Congress. An interesting feature will be a motion picture 
on the road test work of the Bureau of Public Roads. 


Consistency.—This subject has long been a troublesome one. 
A paper by the Sub-Committee on Consistency of Committee 
1 will record the various conceptions of consistency and 
methods of test developed by the several committees, and the 
whole discussien will be introduced by a paper treating with 
fundamental considerations involved in this property of materials. 


Slate——The program contains two papers on this subject, 
which will be discussed at an A.S.T.M. meeting for the first time. 


Glue.—A comprehensive discussion on “ The Testing of Glue’ 
has been arranged at the request of a number of glue chemists 
and large users of glue. This is an important matter in many 
industries. 


Testing.—The entire meeting is replete with valuable papers 
and reports on methods of testing, covering such topics as 
babbit+ metal, magnetic properties, tool steels, insulating var- 
nishes, paints, concrete, etc. There are also included descrip- 
tions of new devices in extensometers, an accelerometer for 
measuring impact, and a new machine for testing textiles. 

Preprints——The new plan of distributing preprints of 
reports and papers, as previously announced, is now being 
put into effect. Under this plan each member will receive in 
advance of the meeting only those committee reports and 
papers which he has requested the Secretary-Treasurer to 
forward. As heretofore, all the members attending the 
annual meeting will receive as they register a complete set 
of preprints of reports and papers available. 

There is enclosed an Order Blank for Preprints, upon 
which the reports and papers are listed, being grouped as to 
subject matter for convenience. Each member who desires 
preprints must,indicate on this blank 
those whichelie desires, and return the 
blank promptly to the Secretary- 
Treasurer>~ The spreprjnts requested 
will as they become 
available, the first instalment being 
placed in thé-mails four’ weeks in ad- 
vance of the ‘meetifig (i. e., May 28).

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ization are not yet completed: Committees C-2 on Re- 
inforced Concrete, C-11 on Gypsum and D-2 on Petroleum 
Products and Lubricants. 

In six of the committees the appointment of special com- 
mittees has not seemed advisable at this time, but in each 
instance the chairman of the committee has written a special 
letter on the question to the committee members urging 
their active support and sending application blanks and 
literature about the Society’s activities: Committees A-1 
on Steel, C-5 on Fireproofing, D-7 on Timber, D-9 on Elec- 
trical Insulating Materials, D-10 on Shipping Containers 
and D-11 on Rubber Products. 

Action is still to be taken by sixteen committees, some of 
which have not met since the Program was inaugurated. 
Before the annual meeting it is expected that fully 75 per 
cent of the standing committees will be participating actively 
in this work. 

Membership Growth 

It is, of course, too soon after the formal launching of the 
Increase of Membership Program to judge of its success. 
The number of new members for the first quarter (January 1 to 
March 31) from all sources was 128, which included 35 as a 
result of work of individual members and three definitely 
attributable to standing committee activities. The effect 
of committee work has just begun to be seen, for during 
the first half of April there have been 26 new members, 
including 5 from efforts of individual men and 8 attributable 
to committee work. As ‘the organization of this work in 
the standing committees is perfected it is certain that these 
figures will be greatly increased. It has been very gratifying 
to the Executive Committee that certain of the standing 
committees in particular have realized that in their special 
fields they can very much strengthen Society membership and 
extend to good advantage the value of A.S.T.M. activities 
in those fields. 


Now Is the Time to Concentrate 

The ten weeks between now and the annual meeting offer 
the best opportunities for securing desirable new members 
and interesting new groups in A.S.T.M. activities. Each 
member of the Society can do his share with but little extra 
effort. There is being sent to each member with this BULLETIN 
a second copy of the program of the meeting, with which is 
enclosed one of the new form of application blanks which 
contains for convenient reference information about the 
Society and the advantages of membership. The program 
itself speaks eloquently for the virility and fundamental 
importance of our work. It is bound to make a strong 
appeal to all who are interested in tests and specifications 
and in advancing the knowledge of engineering materials.

Important Tests of Concrete in Progress 


Under the auspices of the Joint Committee on Standard 
Specifications for Concrete and Reinforced Concrete, a com- 
mittee of contractors, representing the Associated General 
Contractors of America and others, under the chairmanship 
of Col. M. J. Whitson, will carry on a series of tests on one of 
the buildings of the Victor Talking Machine Co., Camden, 
N. J., to determine the practicability of the several recom- 
mendations contained in the Tentative Specifications for 
Concrete and Reinforced Concrete of the Joint Committee. 
The work is a cooperative one of the above committee, the 
U. 8. Department of Commerce, represented by W. A. Slater, 
who is director of the test, and the Structural Materials 
Laboratory of the Lewis Institute, under the direction of 
D. A. Abrams. The Lewis Institute will furnish trained 
assistants for the test work. The slump and flow table test 
will be made at hourly intervals and compression test speci- 
mens will be made at the same time to determine the relation 
between the slump and the strength of the concrete. Com- 
pression tests will be made at periods of 28 days, 90 days and 
one year, the facilities of the Testing Laboratory of the City 
of Philadelphia having been offered for these tests.
